• On 8/7/03 applicant provided substitute black and white drawing to replace the color ones 
previously filed and replaced 3 pages of the specifications for a minor technical correction. 

On 10/07/03 applicant received an office action from a preliminary examination of the application 
that determined there were three distinct inventions inherent in the application and applicant was 
instructed to restrict the application to one of the 3 inventions. In response to this office action 
applicant restricted the claims to Inhalable Chemotherapy for Lung Cancers on 10/25/03, filed a 
divisional application for "Inhalable Inhibitors of Inflammation in the Respiratory Tract" on 
10/25/03, and filed a divisional application for "Inhalable Chemical Debridement for COPD" on 
10/30/03. Both of the divisional applications also contained the non publication request and a copy 
of both are attached.
